Flying Pay—Officers of the flying branch arc entitled to 
get Flying Pay at the following rates : 

Op. Captain and below—Rs. 1200/- p.m. 

Air Commodore and above—iRs. 900/- p.m. 

Qualification Pay—Officers of the rank of Wing Comman¬ 
der and below who have completed two or more years of 
commissioned service are eligible for qualification pay grant 
at prescribed rates in respect of certain specific qualifications. 
Rates of qualification pay Rs, 70/-, 100/ and 125/- and 
grants are Rs, 7500/- Rs. 5,625/- Rs, 3,000/- and Rs. 
2 , 000 /- 

Expatriation Allowance —Ranging from 25 per cent to 40 
per cent (depending upon the rank held) of the Foreign 
Allowance admissible to a single Third Secretary/Second 
Secretary/First Secretary/Counsellor, serving in the country 
where IAF officers are required to move as body of troop. 

FIELD SERVICE ALLOWANCE —Officers serving in 
Field Area/Mddificd Field Area are entitled for Compensa¬ 
tory field Area/Modified Field Aren Allowance as per the 
rank. 

Separation Allowance —Married Officers posted to Units/ 
Formations located at non-family slations/areas notified as 
such by Government for this purpose, where families are not 
pemitted to accompany them will receive separation allow¬ 
ance of Rs. 140/- pm, 

Outfit Allowance —Rs. 3,000/- initially (as modified from 
time to time) towards cost of uniform/equipment which an 
officer has to possess Rs. 3,000/- for renewal after every 
seven years. 

Camp Kit —Free issue at the time of commissioning. 

Free rations are provided to officers of al] ranks in the 
Air Force. 
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(6) Leave and Icli\c Travel Concession 

Annual Leave—60 days a yeai 

Casual 1 eave—20 days a year not more than 10 days ai 
a time. 

Ofliceis when proceeding on annual/casual leave, irrcspec- 
live of ils duration, is entitled for' free conveyance from 
pi'ace of duty (unit) to home town and back once in the 
second year of his seivicc for the first time and thereafter 
once in n block of two years, commencing from 01 January, 

1971 including family members and dependents. The year 
in which this concession is not availed of, free conveyance 
for a distance of 1450 kms. each way is admissible for self, 
wife and children from duty station to leave station/home 
town, ’ 

In addition officers of Flying Branch employed on regular 
flying duties in vacancies in authorised establishment are 
allowed, while proceeding on leave once every year on 
warrant a free rail journey in the appropriate class upto a 
to’al distance of 1600 Kms for the forward and return jour¬ 
neys both ‘inclusive. 

Officers when travelling on leave at their own expenses are 
entitled to travel by entitled class or lower class on payment 
of 60 percent of the fare for self, wife and children from 
unit to any place within India on 6 one way journey Form 
TV In a calendar year. Two of these Form ‘D’ may be 
availed of for the entire family, In addition to wife and 
children family includes parents, sisters and minor brothers 
residing with and wholly dependent upon the officers. 

7. Pensionary Benefits 

Retiring Pension : The minimum period of qualifying 
service required for retiring pension is 20 years (without 
weightage). Retiring pension shall be calculated at 50% 
of the average, of emoluments reckonable for pension (i.e. 
pay, rank pay and nonpraclising allowance, if any) drawn 
by the officer during the last 10 months of his service. The 
amount so determined shall be maximum of Rs. 4,500/- per 
month and shall be the retiring pension for 33 years of rc- 
ckonable qualifying service (i.e. actual seviee rendered + 
service weightage in years admissible). For lessor years 
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of reckonable qualifying service, this amount shall be pro¬ 
portionately jfcduced and the retiring pension in no case 
shall be less than Rs, 375/- per month, 

8. Railing Gratuity 

Retiring Gratuity : The minimum period of qualifying 
service lor earning ictiring gratuity is 10 years (without wel- 
Chtage). The retiring gratuity shall be admissible at a uni¬ 
form late of 1/2 a month's emoluments for each completed 
six monthly period of qualifying service. The emoluments for 
this purpose shall be pay, rank pay and non-practising allow¬ 
ance, (if any) Ijist drawn by the officer. 

In addition tq pension or gratuity a death-cum-rctirement 
gratuity, equal to 1 /4th of emoluments for each completed 
six monthly period of qualifying service plus a weightage of 
5 years subject to maximum of 16 1/2 times of the emolu¬ 
ments not exceeding Rs. 2.5 lakh is admissible. In case of 
death, while in service the amount of death-cum-reiircment 
gratuity will be as follows 

(a) two mqnths pay, if death occurs in the first year of 
service. 

(b) six months pay if death occurs after the first year 
but bcfjare completion of five years. 

(Cl minimum of 12 months pay, if death occurs after 
five years but before completion of 20 years, 

(d) minimum 12 months pay and maximum 33 months* 
pay, subject to the condition that the amount of 
Denth-cum-retircnient gratuity shall in no case ex¬ 
ceed Rs. 1 lakh, if death occurs after 20 years or 
more. 

Disability pension and Special Family Pensionary awards, 
including awards to children and dependents (parents, bro¬ 
thers and sisters), are also payable in accordance with the 
prescribed tules. |

9. Other Privileges 

The officers and their families are entitled to free medical 
aid, accommodation on concessional rent, group insurance 
scheme, group housing schemes, family assistance scheme, 
canteen facilities etc. 
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
